FREEDOM OF SPEECH 
OR 18 IT PROPAGANDA? 


One of the things that rocked us 
most in this current world crisis was 
the sudden condemnation of Prime 
tainly is no warmonger. He prob- 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden. He cer. 
ably realizes as well ag anyone that 
the average Britain is sick and tired 
of war, but he is not fool enough to 
stand idly by and see hig country 
manoeuvred into an impossible situ- 
ation, where there would be little 
hope for extrication without a major 
conflict, 


He was pounced upon by the 
Labor party in opposition to his gov- 
ernment and suffered some deflec- 
tion within his own political ranks 
.. , but when it came to the vote 
in parliament he was well sustained. 

Newspapers whose editors must 
have known the diplomatic pitfalls 
that were being laid for him, such 
as the Manchester Guardian, for 
instance, were most bitter in their 
denounciation. Right here in Al- 
verta we saw the Calgary Albertan | 
voMe out with an editorial headed | 
up, “Eden Must Be Thrown Out.” 
Perhaps we shouldn't expect too 
much from the editor of the Calgary 
Albertan. but we were shocked to 
hear the C.B.C. commentary Sunday 
night by Professor Kearstad of the 
Toronto University in his scathing 
attack upon Israel, Britain and | 
France, and particularly upon Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden and his 
Tory government, as he termed it. | 

In fact we were rather startled at | 
the first utterances of our Hon. Les- | 
ter B. Pearson, but Pearson soon got 
vised up to the situation and prob- | 
ably has done more than any one! 
man towards formulating a peace- j 
ful solution to the crisis, ' 

The reason why we are so critical 
of utterances as that made by the: 
C.B.C_ commentator is that this is 
the stuff the Canadian citizen on the 
street is paying out good hard cash 
for and he has the right to expect 
something tempered by the rules of 
treason. If the Toronto professor 
wants to utter a tirade against re- 
sponsible government, let him hire 
radio time of his own .. . but, in the 
light of all that is holy, don’t stuff 
such tripe down the throats of Ca- 
nadian people by force, through the 
medium of our own government- 
controlled radio system. In times of 
crisis like these, it is very essential 
that all scripts for broadcasts be 
closely scrutinized before the pro- 
gram is released over the air Al- 
ready results have demonstrated that 
this particular professor of political 
science was woefully ignorant of the 
Situation in the Middle East. He 
surely was giving comfort to the 
enemy, and we have had all too 
much of that in Canada in recent 
months. 

We heard a tinge of it in a recent | 
address delivered in Camrose, and 
we came back to our cluttered desk 
muttering unholy oaths at the ignore | 
ance of supposedly educated men. |

Gives Insight On 
Costs and Problems 


Some of the problems, technical 
and ethical, which face a newspaper 
publisher 
work, were revealed to member's of a 
Calgary service club recently by Basil 
Dean, publisher of The Calgary 


Herald. 
“It might be a new thought to 
you,” Mr, Dean said, “but We are 


really engaged in a manufacturing 


62,000 copies of The Herald every 
day, it is necessary to prepare 48- 
page formes having a total weight of 
8,200 pounds, all of which must be 
assembled by hand in a 24-hour 
period. “These formes.” he said, 
“are Cast to limits which, in order to 
ensure good reproduction, are meas- 
ured in thousandths of an inch.” 

In addition to the 8.200 pounds of 
page formes, the production of the 
paper also involves the casting of 
7,700 pounds of plates from which 
che newspaper is actually printed. 

Considering the costs of produc- 
tion, plus the cost of newsprint, it 
can be seen that copies of The Her- 
ald sell at considerably less than 
cost, he said. “Even if manufactur- 
ing costs are entirely disregarded, 
the paper's still sell at less than cost " 

The guest speaker dealt at some 
length With the all-important ques- 
tion of time. space and editorial 
policy. 

“News,” he said, “is the most per- 
ishable commodity in this world,” 
and he explained in detail the im- 
portance of speed and the mainten- 
ance of a rigid schedule in the pro- 
duction of a newspaper, 

In conclusion Mr. Dean touched 
on the most intangible and difficult 
problem in the production of a news- 
paper: the establi shing and mainten- 
ance of a policy of fairness, decency 
and good taste 

“These virtues,’ he said, “are 
largely a matter of individual judg- 
ment, and depend to a great extent 
on the individuals concerned with 
the policy and character of the 
paper.”

F.U. A. Suggests Change 


The executive of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta met in Edmonton 
on November 2nd and one of the 
items discussed was the question of 
cash advances on farm-stored grain. 
The previous position of the Farmers’ 
Union was reiterated that do 
not believe that the present bank 
loan scheme is satisfactory to farin 
people. The executive stated that 
the Farmers’ Union of i Aya 
be prepared to go & w 
administrative agency that would 
readily put cash advances into 
farmers’ hands. They were of the 
opinion that the system proposed of 
making advances through elevator 
agents was probably the most prac- 
tical that had been designed to date 
and they would be willing to sup- 
port such qa scheme. 

It is their hope that the Wheat 
Board would not become involved in 


‘this process and suggest that some 


agency of the department of finance 
might wel] work with the elevator 
companies directly and thus relieve 
the Wheat Board of any necessity to 
become involved in the scheme. 

The previous position that interest 
rates should either be not charged 
or be kept at a minimum level, was 
reiterated. They appreciate the 
practical difficulties involved if no 


interest is charged, because of the 
great number of loans that would 
then be made, and would not object 
too seriously to a small interest rate 
that would make the schem: fore 
practical than it otherwise would be, 

The Farmers’ Union is quite pre- 
pared to support any practical 
scheme of cash advances on farm- 
stored grain, along with other or- 
ganizations in Western Canada, and 
will be doing so.
